ing here at this time. When there is 
a strike, the Footlignt will be one of 
the first to spread the glad tidings 
and tell the boys to all cotae baok to 
the old camp, bat at present it would 
advise them to keep away, for the 
supply of labor is much greater than 
the demand and a great many who 
are now here would leave if they had 
the means.

N» historian has ever bad equal fa- 
cilities with our cultured fellow citi- 
en for writing a history of Mexico, 
n addition to all the standard his- 
ories and printed chronicles of the 
arliest times, and all the works of 
ater and modern writers, this author 
baa in his own rare library the va- 
ioas collections of documents from 
Spanish and Mexican archives that 
were consulted in manuscript by 
itobertaon , and Prescott, together 
with thousands additional that were 
never known by them. He has, among 
other precious historical papers, a 
copy in thirty two volumes of the 
amons Arohivo General do Mexico; 
he autograph originals of Oarlos 
tfaria Bustamente'a historical writ- 
uga iu about fifty volumes; the 
original records of the earliest Mexi- 
can councils of the church, with 
many ecclesiastical and ' missionary 
chronicles not extant in print; the 
regular memorias and other depart- 
mental reports of the Mexican gov- 
ernment; two hundred and eighteen 
volumes of Mexican partisan writings 
and political pamphlets, and a rich 
collection of official periodicals and 
newspapers. With such, unexcelled 
sources of information at his com- 
mand, it is assured that his ripe 
scholarship and intelligent judgment 
will give us the standard history of 
Mexico, to last for all coming time. 
This first volume of the aeries ia a 
guarantee of that assurance. In ex- 
planation of the fact that the present 
volume is not numbered oonseou- 


with its immediate predeces- 


sor, the author says. 


It has been deemed advisable, for 


several reasons, to deviate from the 
strict numerical order in the publi- 
cation of the several volumes of this 
history, and pursue a more chrono- 
logical COU1S9. Thus, instead of con- 
tinuing the annals of Central Amnr- 
ioa, as presented in the second vol- 
ume of the series, the fourth volume 
of the series is next issued, which is 
the first volume 'of the history of 
Mexico. The three succeeding vol- 
umes will bring the histories of Mex- 
ico and Central America side by side, 
down to about 1800. These will be 
followed by several volumes on re- 
gions toward the north, for approxi- 
mately the same period; for example, 
the earlier volumes on the North 
Mexican 
States, 
California, 
the 


Northwest Coast, and Oregon, New 
Mexico and Arizona, Nevada, Utah, 
Washington, Idaho and Montana, 
British Columbia and Alaska, may be 
issued at any time. 


This plan of publication has been 


adopted, not without careful deliber- 
ation. The reasons for such a .plan 
are these. First, the territorial pe- 
culiarities of the subject seemed to 
demand it. There is a natural order 
in which to present events, an order 
alike best for the author and for the 
student. So presented, the work, as 
a whole constitutes a more continu- 
ous und unbroken story, and there- 
fore better holds the attention of the 
reader. Again, this method gives to 
the people of the several sections, 
parts of their own history at much 
earlier dates than would be possible 
otherwise. 
Were the History of 


the Pacific States, in its several parts, 
issued stiiotly as one work, the vol- 
umes would be numbered in about 
the order of their proposed publi- 
cation; but in that case they would 
not be so numbered that when com- 
pleted the volumes of Central Ameri- 
ca, or of Mexico, or of California, 
etc., would stand together each as a 
complete history and separate set. 
This was regarded as most of all de- 
sirable; and in no other way than the 
one proposed could these ends both 
be attained. 


The first of the five great periods 


of Mexican history, embracing the 
aboriginal annals of Anahuao, hat 
been heretofore exhaustively treated 
of iu the fifth volume of Mr. Ban- 
croft's "Native Races." The seconc 
period covers the conquest by Cortes 
The third covers nearly three centu 
ries of vice-regal rule iu Spain. The 
fourth embraces the straggle for in 
dependence and the foundation of 
the republic. The fifth extends to 
the present time, including interno 
revolutions, the war with the United 
States, the Maximilian experimenl 
and the peaceful developments o 
later years. The record of the las1 
four successive periods is the work 
which the present volume enters 
upon. It covers the greater portion 
of the conquest by Cortes, and it 
written with all the regard for solic 
fact of a Hume, the purity of expreae- 
ion of Maoaulay and the florid imag- 
ination of Prespott. A picture is 
given us exhibiting on one side the 
grandest episode in early American 
annals, from a military point of view 
the opening up to the world of the 
richest, most populous and mos 
civilized country on the northern 
continent; and on the other band the 
continuation of the bloody 
path 


which marked the destruction oi 
thousands of unoffending people, and 
of a fair and hcpefnl culture, The 
history of this interesting region cov- 
ers a century more than the northern 
nations of America, and it is herein 
limned to us with a muster band. 
The forthcoming volumes of the 
series will be awaited with interest 
much enhanced by the reading of the 
book now in hand.
